Malacca December 1919 


Indian PSC (local rate of % Anna) from Ponnamarau/vathy, India to Malacca, Straits Settlements, 
Malaya postmarked 14 December 1919. The rate was 1 Anna and the deficiency %4 Anna. 

On the obverse is an Indian “T” (Taxe) mark together with a manuscript “75c* denoting double the 
deficiency in French centimes. On the reverse there is a transit mark of Penang of 30 December 1919. 
There is also a Malacca boxed postage due mark “Malacca/ To pay 6 cents” indicating that postage due 

of 6 cents was charged on the obverse. 
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
